Hourre, writing In the New Tepublic, calln
“prohably the most varied and stimulating
of publle Inetructlon In the United
Stntes, na woll ag nn equlpmaent of bulldings
which In heauty and convenlence are not, 1
think. surpassed, AN thir hns been done w'th
the lowest tax ratoe In the county, and a per
enpitn cont of Instruction less than that pald
hy the ety of Chicago, with its overerowded
and poarly equlpped sohool bulldings.”

The nconomy has heen necomplished princl.
pilly by doubllng up or “rotation of erops”
In the Gary syatem there are “"two complets
achanla, sach with ts saet of teachers, func-
tlontng togethor In the same bullding all day
long.” While one-hnlf the school Is at work
in the classrooms, the other half ia In the
shopr and lIaboratories. All the school |8 used
all the time. One old eBchool, for Instance,
orlginally bullt for 260 children, actunlly ac-
commodntes over 800,

Annther alde of Gary's economy merges
Into lta remnarkable new system of voentionnl
teaching. ""Vocational tralning In the schoola
nf Gary means that whnatever work s neces.
sary in the way of repairing, conferving,
hoautifying or enhanelng the facllities, Is
done by the school itself. Thelr shopr arn
the industrial and manual shops for the
school,  The children work n them with
skilled union workmen, who nre aemployved
not primarily as ‘'manual training' teachers,
but as assistants to the bullding superin-
tondent, * * * Where the ordinary trade-

enterprise pay, the Gary vocatlonal work
may be done with the smallest groups, for
the shops are paying for themsalves anywAay.

Voeational Training at . Profit

“Tn Gary the domestic sclence room s a
ron) kitehen in which the dally luncheon I8
prepared and sorved at cont tn thoe teachors
nnd puplls who desire It.," The printing class
supplles nll the record blanks for the school.
The botany c¢lasa cares for the garden and
shrubhery. A shoe shop was started in the
Froehel Bchool to rellave the shoeless condl-
tion of many of the ehildren

All thls menns more than economy, of
course. It menns the arousing of a new In-
terest In the work, The children are making
something concrete, of appreciable value and
Importance.

The snme practien]l method of teaching Is
pughed inta other studies, The chemistry
clnsy s under the ¢lrection of the elty chem-
ist, nnd tests the supplies sent the schools,
the water nnd milk of the clty, and the food
products and candles of the stores. With his
puplls' co-operation the clty chemist has an
envinble st of successful propecutions for
pure food law violations.

The history class works ih o Inboratory full
of maps and charts prepared by the puplls, Tt
frames reporta on ""The c¢lty as a healthful
place to lve in," while tha city fights for n
water-front parl. One class, Mr, Bourne
found, had been working on a comparison of
Greek education with Gary education.

The vocational training of Oary Is not &
matter of pleking out a chlld and declding
fust what machine he shall tend through the
rest of his Ufe. There |8 none of that harden-
ing of class lines which often seems so evil
a thing In voeatlonal work. The achool turns
out Ita puplls akilled amateurs with mn-
chinery In general, and proficient In a num-
ber of flelds, “equipped to cope with a dyna-
mie, rvapldly changing Industrial soclety.”

Moreover, the child pretty much chooses
for himself what he will work nt, The shops
and studiea and conservatorieas are seattered
among the classrooms. Moving freesly about
ng the child does, he geots peeks at varlous
interesting masses of machinery through the
glasa doors, watches older children at work,
and, almost bafore he knows It, finds himself
a "helper” in some class or other. It he finds
the work unattractive, he can still change
to something else.

The New Physics

There I8 also n considerable reform in the
genernl methods of teaching. Read, for ex-
ample, Mr, Bourne's description of a physles
clasa: “T found a dczen 12-year-old girly and
their §-year-old *helpers' studying the motor-
cyele, With that fine disregard for boundaries
which characterizges Gary education, the hour
began with a spelling lesson of the names of
the parts and processon of the machine, After
the words were lenrned, the mechanlsm was
oxplained to them as they pored over it, and
thelr memory of vaporization, evaporation,
ete., onlled Into play. The motorcyels was set
going, the girls described ita action, and the
lesson was over, us perfect a plece of teaching
ms 1 have ever heard, To these physics clanass
the ventiluting, heating and electric systema
in the schools are all textbooks."

S8lr Edward's continued tenmre, though not
surprising, s fresh and striking evidence of
the remarkable confldence which
miands throughout the country. In this re-
apact he ls an exceptional Forelgn Minister
among those who have figured in recent
English and Continental history., Sir Edward
Grey has always had the confidence of the
British natlon as a whole,

The editor of the London Dally News, writ.
Ing In the Atlantle Monthly, sizes him up
as follows: “If Mr, Asquith's intellactual
mastery of the House ls supreme, Sir Ed-
wnrd Grey's influence Is not lesas remarkable
as a trlumph of character., In many respects
his equipment s undigtinguished, He has
traveled Iittle: It 1s jocularly sald that he
made his first visit to Parls when he accom-
panied the King there a short time ngo, Hoe
s not o HUngulst; he 18 wholly {nsular in his
tantes, almost unknown In soclety, much
more devoted to fishing than to politics;
speaks lttle, and then In the plainest and
most unadorned fashion; & indifferent to the
currents of modern life, and turns for hils
Ilterature ta the guletism of Wordsworth,
Walton and White's '‘Seiborne’; s rarely seen
In the House, and then seems to stray in, as
it were, like n visitor from another planet.

“And In spite of all this ho exercises nn al-
most hypnotie influénce on Parllament, The
detachment of his mind, the Olymplan aloof-
ness and sersnity of his mannor, the trans-
parent honesty of his aims, his entire free-
dom from artifice and from appeals to the
‘gallery,’ all combine to glve him a certain
isolntlon and authority that are unique.
